«tudents. Watch 'em prance.” And they get ready, unhappily, to "pranoo". 

Exams are really not as terrible as this picture would Indicate, but they 
truly do constitute an art. both in the setting of them and In the passing of 
them. 

Beginning with the hypothesis that a student must have a certain 
Amount of materia] in his head, after being subjected to a barrage of highly 
explosive material shot over the dead line for a length of time, the delicate 
problem arises of fathoming the depth of ;he cecum, dation. Titus the pro- 
fessors -set themselves the task of devising questions which will, whet, ans- 
wered, indicate the ability of the student answering. An art indeed It Is. 
lo set questions which will tap a student's knowledge sufficiently accurately 
lo fail or pass him. Therefore a badly set examination paper is a thing to 
make the gods weep. Fortunately badly set papers are the exception. 

It is an art top, developed after years of experience, to tackle an exami- 
nation properly, a student must first try to find out from the examination 
paper just what the examiner desires — and many are the tales professors 
Tell of those who fail in this elementary item. He must then rake his own

But. whether this Is a imd Judgment or not, the Inference that Me gain 
from the play is that the common popple had to he attracted to these educa- 
tional performances somehow, and comedy — albeit ot a low type — proved to 
be the best attraction, even as it Is now. 

It is well knoMn that lectures illustrated by latent slides arc far more 
popular than those not so illustrated, and If a lecturer gives Ills lecture a 
humorous title, and advertises that movies are to be shown, he will find 
more people than air In the lecture hall. 

Wc see no reason why this Is not a Justifiable trail in human nature, 
and wc pride ourselves on being human enough to share this trait with man- 
kind, openly and not secretly.

la 1917 rock salt was discovered at 
Mal.igatli, Nova Scotia, and thu flr.it 
prodiictiun from these deposits was 
made two years later. The Importance 
of this discovery In ihe fisheries of the 
Maritime Provinces was onrly re- 
-ignlzcd and steps wero l.t ten to pro- 
duce grades of salt suitable for the 
(■•jr.ng and packing of fish. Tlio de- 
v'Cli pincnt of lltCfi? deposits has pro- 
g'c.-tcd steadily fruit u production of 
171 tons 111 1913 to over S.tiOd toils in 
1926. 

The salt from llieto doposlts Is won 
by mining, tljo salt being encountered 
ut a depth of only Si feet from the 
surface, after which It is crushed and 
ground Into sullablo grades.

Itagnsa, long regarded as ;> 
glorious citadel, famous in history as 
tlic port to which Richard Coeur de 
Lion fled from the storm and the 
place chosen by King Sjglmmid of 
Hungary as a resting place after Ills 
wild flight from the victorious Turks 
attracted interest.

Most people ha vo heard, at xorno 
time or other, the old saying that u 
lltllo learning is a dangerous thing. 
The tendency to poso as an auth- 
ority when in possesion of a smatter- 
ing of knowledge about somo subjoct 
Is a fairly common one. It Is not re- 
stricted to any one class ot people 
but Is manifested by men und women 
from all walks of life. 

Students are often found among 
this class of offenders. Because they 
have taken a courso In which a matter 
of Interest lias hecn touched upon In 
passing, certain ot them soon blos- 
som forth as authorities on the sub- 
ject. 

As often as not, tho statements 
which the building sage utters with 
such conviction arc based upon mis- 
conceptions and half-truths. Know- 
ledge based upon half-truths I* likely 
to lead to a warped point of view and 
a cynical outlook oil life.

Dr. Wilbur's advice docs not ap- 
ply solely to freshmen, but tuny well 
be taken to heart by many older stu- 
dents. The college cynlo Is generally 
regarded as a student who has struck 
an attitude so as to attract attention 
to himself. Tho student who wishes to 
be known ns n cynic will do well to 
subject liltnself to a «enrolling self- 
examination to (leteniiliio whether Ills 
cynicism Ih Uni real article or merely 
an affectation before exposing himself 
to public serai 'ay .
